Tariffs Last. 

Meanwhile, congressional leaders 
prepared to receive the last of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s emergency proposals 
—those to provide authority for draw- 
ing reciprocal tariffs and reorganiza- 
tion of the government. Although it 
is considered extremely likely that the 
tariff request will be sent to the capi- 
tol, the chief executive himself has not 
stated definitely and finally that he 
will dispatch it. 

Aboard the government pacht 
Sequoia for a cruise down the Potomac 
river over the week-end, Mr. Roose- 
velt went over the government reor- 
ganization plan with Lewis W. Doug- 
las, director of the budget. An exec- 
utive order putting the changes into 
effect probably will be sent to con- 
gress within a few days. 

Mr. Roosevelt and Secretary Hull, 
who will head the American delega- 
tion to the London economic confer- 
ence, have scheduled a. conference for 
tomorrow upon the concededly contro- 
versial tariff question. From this par- 
ley is expected to come the decision 
upon sending the request to congress.

QUEBEC, May 21.—(#)—Seven 
men were killed, one was injured and 
five escaped unhurt when a stick of 
dynamite exploded in a log driver's 
skiff on Lac Creux, about 60 miles 
from Quebec. 

The accident occurred Saturday in 
a 28-foot skiff in which 13 men were 
crossing Lac Creux. 

George Aude, 22-year-old foreman, 
is said to have accidentally touched 
off one of the 50 sticks of dynamite 
carried in the skiff's prow. The men 
were thrown in all directions by the 
force of the explosion and the skiff 
was wrecked.

DELAY ARRANGED 
IN HARRIMAN TRIAL 
SLATED FOR TODAY 


Aged Banker Held Under 
Guard at Hospital Po 
Prevent Second Attempt 
at Suicide. 


NEW YORK, May 21.—(@)— 
Nurses and guards watched at the 
bedside of Joseph W. Harriman in a 
Mineola hospital today to prevent the 
68-year-old indicted banker, who stab- 
bed himself over the heart with a 50- 
cent knife, from making a second at- 
tempt at suicide, 

His life apparently saved because 
the knife struck a rib, Harriman was 
described by his physicians as “cer- 
tainly not in a serious condition.” 

Hospital authorities said the bank- 
er was resting comfortably 24 hours 
after he tried to kill himself in an 
obscure inn at Roslyn, where he had 
gone following his disappearance from 
a nursing home. 

Harriman was scheduled to go on 
trial tomorrow on charges of falsify- 
ing records of the Harriman National 
Bank and Trust Company but George 
S. Leisure, his attorney, said an 
agreement had been reached with 
United States Attorney George Z. 
Medalie to postpone it a week because 
of the trial of Charles E. Mitchell, 
whom Medalic is prosecuting. It 
will not be necessary for Harriman 
to go to court tomorrow, Leisure 
said, and he probably will remain in 
the hospital untii Tuesday. 

Meanwhile two representatives of 
his bonding company and a federal 
agent stood guard over. Harriman, 

e bonding company men, on dt) 
all last night and today, called pri- 
vate detectives to relieve them. 

The aged man was placed in a 
ground floor room in order, police 
said, that he could not try to kill 
himself by jumping from a window. 
An adjoining room was assigned to 
Mrs. Harriman, who came to the hos- 
pital late yesterday. 

Harriman’s physicians examined his 
heart and expressed the opinion its 
condition was normal for a man of 
his age. He had been staying at the 
nursing home for treatment for what 
had been termed a serious heart ail- 
ment. 

His own nurse and two others from 
the hospital attended Harriman dur- 
ing the day, and two hospital nurses 
were assigned to night duty in his 
room, 

A careful examination and X-ray 
photographs showed the wound was 
not as deep as had beeh thought fol- 
lowing the stabbing, which took place 
after Harriman had asked police to 
leave his hotel room while he dressed. 


More Levees Crumble 
In Arkansas Region 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 21.—()— 

‘he soggy, overburdened St. Francis 
river levee’ system collapsed near Ber- 
tig, Ark., eagly this morning, flood- 
ing additional thousands of acres and 
driving hundreds of families from 
their homes. 

A rapid series of breaks, 14 in all, 
began about 3 o'clock this morning. 
They will affect both the Missouri 
and Arkansas sides of the river, flood- 
ing about 50,000 acres. 

When the water at last cut through 
the dikes, the soggy earth gave away 
rapidly and by this afternoon some of 
the breaks were 250 feet wide. 

Dunklin county, Missouri, and 
Greene, Craighead and Clay counties 
in Arkansas were in the path of most 
of the water. Levee commissioners 
in Dunklin county estimated that an 
additional 5,000 acres would be flood- 
ed there, where 45,000 acres already 
are under water and nearly a million 
dollars’ damage has been done. 


Baffled Bonus Army 
Quits Capital Today 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—(UP) 
The bonus army said its farewell to 
Washington at the tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier today. 

By tomorrow morning one-third of 
the veterans will be on the back-trail 
toward home, and the other two- 
thirds will be enrolled in the refor- 
estation corps. All of the men are 
disappointed, many are bitter, for 
they depart without coming any 
closer to the goal that brought them 
here—payment of the bonus. 

Bonus sentiment in congress is at 
its lowest ebb and President Roose- 
velt told the men he would veto im- 
mediate payment of the adjusted serv- 
ice certificates even if congress voted 
to pay them.

YOUTH DROWNED 
OTHERS RESCUED 
ASBOAT CAPSIZES 


M. J. Cartin, 21, Victim of 
Accident at Ward’s Lake 
on McDonough Road; in 
Water 20 Minutes. 


Thrown into 15 feet of water when 
an overloaded rowboat capsized, 
Marion Joseph (Bud) Cartin, 21, son 
of the Rev. and Mrs. John Cartin, of 
1370 Glenwood avenue, Sunday after- 
.noon was drowned in Ward’s lake, on 
old McDonough road. Five conipan- 
ions who could not swim were rescued 
by friends. 

Cartin's body was recovered from 
the lake 20 minutes after the acci- 
dent, and an inhaler brought to the 
scene by Patterson’s ambulance was 
used for more than an hour before 


efforts to revive the youth were aban- 
doned as hopeless. 

Bill McConnell, of 513 Boulevard, 
S. E., who was swimming by the boat; 
Charles Wells, $f 1369 Glenwood; 
Hoke Wells, of 1369 Glenwood, and 
John Bowers, of Brownwood, were 
among the rescuers. Wells and Bow- 
ers were standing on the bank when 
the boat overturned. 

Among those rescued were 
Frances Hamilton, of Broyles street, 
and Miss Ruth Hughes. Another girl 
and two other boys were in the boat 
when it capsized. The three girls 
lost their pocketbooks overboard, one 
of the purses containing a valuable 
diamond and watch, it was said. 

Dr. Emmett Ward, of 634 Flat 
Shoals, owner of the lake, aided in 
the efforts to revive Cartin. Dr. 
Ward said that he was at the other 
end of the lake with a friend when 
the boat overturned. . The party was 
boating without his permission, the 
lake not having been opened to the 
public, Dr. Ward said. 

“This is a private lake built for 
my own personal use, and the party 
which went boating this afternoon did 
so after being cautioned by the care- 
takers, Mr. and Mrs. W. T. DeLoach

lake not open to the public,” Dr. 
Ward said. 

Spectators said that the small boat 
was so overloaded with six persons 
that when it got out in the middle of 
the lake and titlted the slightest bit 
the gunwale went under and the boat 
rapidly filled up and sank, spilling 
the occupants into the water. All of 
the occupants except one boy, whose 
name could not be learned, were in 
bathing suits. The fully-clad youth 
was semi-conscious when dragged from 
the water, but was revived in a few 
minutes, it was said. 

All of the rescued persons left the 
lake a short time after the accident, 
badly shaken by their experience but 
apparently unharmed physically, it 
was said. 

Young Cartin is survived by his 
parents, four sisters, Mrs. Charles 
Kiker, Mrs. Ruth Knighton, Miss 
Mary Cartin and Miss Eleanor Car- 
tin, and a brother, Louis Cartin. 

Members of the family said that 
when Cartin left home Sunday after- 
noon they did not know where he was 
going. 

Cartin’s body was taken to the fu- 
neral parlors of H. M. Patterson & 
Son pending funeral arrangements. 


Banks Found Guilty, 
Wife Freed in Killing 


_EUGENE, Ore., May 21.—()—A 
circuit court jury today convicted 
Liewellyn A. Banks, 62, former ed- 
itor and orchardist, of second-degree 
murder for the death March 16 of 
George Prescott, Medford, constable. 
Edith Robertina Banks, jointly tried 
with her husband on a charge of first- 
degree murder, was acquitted. 

The story of the man who made 
millions and lost them in fruit grow- 
ing and packing operations in Iowa 
and California, who turned newspaper 
publisher, was defeated for a seat in 
the United States senate, and final- 
ly shot and killed a constable who 
was arresting him on a_ burglary 
charge, was told and retold by wit- 
nesses. 

Banks admitted firing the fatal shot 
as Prescott and a state policeman 
tried to gain admission to the Banks 
home. Banks testified he fired be- 
cause he believed his life and the life 
of Mrs. Banks were in danger. Pres- 
cott, he declared, had made repeated 
threats to kill him. He added, “If 
they had been where they belonged, 
no one would have been killed.” 

The prosecution insisted Prescott 
was shot to death deliberately and in 
cold blood.

Atlanta Happier Than It Has Been Since Armi- 
stice, Mayor Tells Class; Folkston Sheriff 
Seizes Load; Test Cases Awaited.

ing his Bible class, said that Atlanta

In a high point of his lecture the 
mayor said Atlanta “had not been 
made happy by the mere presence of 
legalized beer, but we were happier 
Saturday than we've been since Ar- 
mistice Day, because we felt a new 
spirit of freedom —an awakening of 
the new order. We don't care much 
about beer, but we do care for free- 
dom,” 

Explaining the law, the mayor said 
that if we enforce all laws we would 
find a strange tangle of affairs. 

“Years ago,” he said, “the public 
gave tacit consent to winking at the 
sale of near beer—the sale of which 
is a genuine violation of. the law. 
Shall we depart from common sense 
and fight this new drink which is not 
as vicious as the ‘near variety?“ 

Amplifying his statement, the may- 
or said near beer was more vicious 
than 3.2 because it carried potential- 
ities of “needling and tampering” 
which the new brew does not possess. 

Paying high tribute to leadership, 
Mr. Key lauded President Roosevelt 
for his courage and quickness of ac- 


n. 

“I firmly believe,” he said, “that 
we are emerging under his leader- 
ship into a new place in the sun—a 
secure place of prosperity and peace. 
He has said that we shall have free- 
dom and I think we shall possess that 
inalienable right.“

SUVIET MAKES BID 
FOR RECOGNITION 


Semi - Official Moscow 
Paper Links Normal Re- 
lations and Trade. 


MOSCOW, May 21.—()—A defi- 
nite bid for the establishment of nor- 
mal relations between soviet Russia 
and the United States was sounded 
editorially today in the publication, 
For Industrialization, the organ of 
the commissariat of heavy industry. 

The éditorial at the same timé laid 
down the principle that formal diplo- 
matic recognition is the price that 
the United States must pay before it 
can hope for any improvement in eco- 
nomic intercourse between the two 
countries. 

Deliberately holding out bait for 
such a catch by hinting broadly of 
profitable business to be enjoyed by 
America once a normal gelationsbip 
is established, the article declares that 
“the time has come when the question 
of the relations toward the soviet 
union has become the acid test of 
the wisdom of American political and 
business circles.” 

Referring to speculations abroad 
as to whether President Roosevelt's 
direct message to President Kalinin 
constituted recognition, the article 
says: 

“We are not interested in such 
casuistry. We are for normal diplo- 
matic relations with the United States 
as well as with other countries, but 
such relations do not belong to the 
category of philanthropic or abstract 
humanitarian ideas. hey are based 
fundamentally on economy. 

“Losses must occur when there is 
an absence of a firm legal base for 
mutual trade. 

“President Hoover's policy was 
trade without recognition, the results 
of which are obvious. In 1932 the 
American exports to Russia were only 
$15.000,000, or ,$100,000,000 less than 


in 1930. 


IAPAN CONTINUES: 
PEIPING ADVANGE: 


Drive Subsides on Two 
Fronts But Persists on 
Third. 


PEIPING, May 21.—(#)—Sino- 
Japanese hostilities in north China 
have subsided but the Japanese both 
north of Peiping and on the Lwan 
river front are slowly advancing to- 
ward Peiping and Tientsin, according 
to Chinese foreign office advices. 

North of Peiping the Japanese are 
reported to have occupied Miyun, 
which the Chinese voluntarily evac- 
uated. As a result of the Japanese 
advance on Peiping, Chinese refugees 
are flocking into Peiping. 

On the Lwan river front the Japa- 
nese and Manchukuo forces are re- 
ported to be within 50 miles of Tient- 
sin but are not attempting to con- 
tinue their forward push. 

Northwest of Peiping the Chinese 
claim that Japanese and Manchukuo- 
ans from southwest Jehol have en- 
tered Chahar and are headed for Kal- 
gan. 

The Japanese legation here indicat- 
‘ed today that the Japanese authori- 
ties have taken a grave view of the 
incident yesterday when a Chinese 
youth struck a Japanese sentry, at 


the entrance of the Japanese barra 
abutting the legation, with a sword. 

Japanese authorities say they con- 
sider the incident renders impossible 
any 8 apanese conversations for 
peace in north China. 

A note concerning the incident has 
been sent te General Hoying Ching, 
the national n war min- 
ister, by the Japanese. Contents of 
the note were not divulged.

Government’s Elaborate 
Preparations Lend Sup- 
port to Rumors of Star- 
tling Revelations. 


WASHINGTON May 21.—4)-—- 
The national capital, scene of many 
an investigation, vegan to show signs 
of excitement today over the ap- 
proaching senate inquiry into the 
great banking house of J. P. Morgan 
& Company, as those in charge an- 
nounced everything was set for the 
opening of questioning ‘Tuesday. 

The capital has had many sensa- 
tional senate investigations, but this 
one, involving the nation’s most fa- 
mous banking house. headed by a 
man who has been seen but little by 
the general public is expected gener- 
ally to be a littie different. 

Word has come out of senatorial 
quarters that more elaborate prepara- 
tions have been made for this inquiry 
than for any since the historic Tea- 
pot Dome investigation almost a dec- 
ade ago. 

Chairman Fletcher, of the senate 
banking committee, and Ferdinand 
Pecora, committee council, announced 
today they were ready. and that the 
hearings would open day after to- 
morrow a: scheduled. 

Pecora, who gained national fame 
for his conduct of the National City 
bank investigation last session, said 
the first witness would be J. P. Mor- 
gan, head of the banking house, and 
almost a legendary figure to the av- 
erage American.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—(UP) 
Secretary of State Hull tonight was 
represented as feeling that the success 
of the European four-power peace 
plan was an important step toward 
disarmament and the organization of 
world peace.

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Sweeping Reorganization 
May Go Into Effect By 
June 1. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.— 0 — 
On the awning-covered decks of the 
yacht Sequoia, President Roosevelt 
and his guardian of federal expendi- 
tures—Lewis W. Douglas, director of 
the budget—today drafted into near 
final form a wide governmental reor- 
ganization program through which 
they expect to produce savings of 
more than $300,000,000 during the 
next fiscal year. 

The encompassing proposal is view- 
ed by them as the final major step 
contemplated toward meeting Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s r 2 pledges of 
chopping 25 per cent from govern- 
ment expenditures and bringing the 
budget into balance by spending at 
least one billion dollars less than ap- 
propriated for the current fiscal year. 

The chief executive is expected to 
send the completed reorganization 
plan to congress within the week 
where approval is expected. More 
sweeping in character than the pro- 
gram proposed by President Hoover 
last year and rejected by congress, 
the democratic plan is considered by 
leaders on Capitol Hill to have more 
chance of adoption because of the 
broad provisions of the economy bill. 

Whereas one branch of congress 
could reject the Hoover set-up—and 
the house did—disapproval of the 
Roosevelt plan would require a two- 
thirds vote of each branch and with 
the heavy democratic majorities this 
is generally accepted as unlikely. 

Not only is menacing opposition 
considered improbable, but the admin- 
istration is reliably reported to be 
planning to ask immediate approval 
so that the reduction in expenditures 
can become effective June 1 instead 
of resting before congress for the 60- 
day period of waiting prescribed in 
the economy bill.

In doing so 
they must take into consideration the 
experience sustained during the more 
recent years and the conditions af- 
fecting the operation of automobiles 
and the settlement of claims that ex- 
isted during those years for the pur- 
pose of determining a schedule of rates 
that will prove both reasonable and 
adequate. Rates are never adjusted 
to recoup past underwriting losses; 
increases are made only to prevent 
future ones, 


“There is probably no line of insur- 
ance the rates for which follow more 
closely the indications of the experi- 
ence sustained year after year. The 
underwriters and rating experts in the 
home offices and in the bureaus may 
be some distance away from the ter- 
ritory for which they are making the 
rates, but they can follow, through 
their statistical records, changes in 
conditions affecting the operation of 
automobiles in any territory as rap- 
idly as they occur. 


“We have been impressed year after 
year with the steady increase in the 
number of persons killed or injured in 
automobile accidents.

Is the Peace 
Spirit Lost? 

Lack of conciliatory attitude among 
the European peoples, extension of 
press censorship and the influence of 
munition interests were held respon- 
ble by Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
president of Columbia University, for 
a decline of the spirit of peage in 
the world. He thought that the 
change in control of several influen- 


tial European newspapers recently 
was an ominous sign. He doubtless- 
ly referred to Le Temps, in Paris, 
which passed into the hands of the 
French armament trust and the Jour- 
nal de Geneve, which ceases to be a 
champion of peace and conciliation, 
as well as to changes in Germany 
where the two great liberal papers, 
Berliner Tageblatt and Vossische Zei- 
tung have’ been seized by the nazi na- 
tionalists. 

Dr. Butler has indeed cause to 
worry, if he looks only at these im- 
portant changes. On the other hand 
there is no question either that there 
is a strong current against war com- 
ing up from below. After all, this is 
immensely significant. The common 
people, the masses as they are called, 
are everywhere showing a determined 
opposition to war as the desperate 
solution of the economic crisis. It 
may be objected that the masses have 
no influence. But it is they and uo 
others who would have, to do the 
fighting if kell breke loose once more. 

M. Painleve, former minister of war 
in France, sounded a grave warning 
not long ago when he referred to the 
last years of the war. There was a 
time, he said, wh there was but 
one division - betwe the front aud 
Paris on which the government could 
place absolute reliance. The others 
were all more or less affected by mu- 
tiny and rebellion. They wanted 
peace at any price. This same senti- 
ment of peace at any price is bound 


to reassert itself véry much sooner 


in an eventual future conflict. The 
instruments of destruction will be 30 
ghastly and the butchery so ruthless 
that men will not put ap with it for

NEW YORK, May 21.—Many in- 
dividuals have asked the question dur- 
ing the past few weeks, whether or 
not the business improvement thus 


far is sound, A general survey shows 
conclusively that there is but one an- 
swer. Aside from governmental sup- 
port through the many emergency 
measures, including the Wagner bill, 
many factors show that real improve- 
ment is being made in many lines of 
industry which, in turn, means in- 
crease in employment, higher wages 
and better buying power. We refer, 
for instance, to steel production, which 
is higher than a year ago largely be- 
cause of the demand for automobiles, 
refrigerators, tin plate, stoves, wash- 
ing machines, metal sinks and beer 
bottle cases.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—()— 
The Roosevelt administration tonight 
faced an imminent decision oh its new 
tariff bill, stalled off for weeks lest 
the explosive sub derail other im- 
portant legislation. 

Cordell Hull, secrefary of state, to- 
day disclosed that he expected to 
Plunge deeply into the delicate ques- 
tion in a conference tomorrow with 
President Roosevelt. 

The bill now being drafted is intend- 
ed to give the executive broad au- 
thority over tariffs, to be employed 
in the world monetary and economic 
conference in London. 

As the bill now stands, its heart is 
the principle of tariff “bargaining” 
—lowering rates on certain products 
in return for concessions by another 
country on other goods. How much 
farther it goes and whether it will 
contain provisions for a horizontal 
slash in all tariffs, provided other 
countries do likewise, depends on the 
president's decision after his talk with 
Hull and other officials. 


In fact, a definite decision is yet 
to be made on whether to send up the 
tariff bill at all. Up until a week 
or so ago it was definitely a part of 
the administration’s program. More 
recently the word used in referring 
to it is “probable.” 


With the London conference open- 
ing June 12, and the American dele- 
gation sailing a week from this Wed- 
nesday, the time is growing short for 
action on the concededly controversial 
question.

Atlantan Expected To 
Direct Administration 
of Public Works Fund. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—While 
a federal administrator will be ap- 
pointed to direct the industrial con- 
trol provisions of the mammoth eco- 
nomic rehabilitation measure subniit- 
ted to congress this week, President 
Roosevelt, it was indicated today, will 
rely on Assistant Secretary of the 
(Chip) Robert. of 
Atlanta, to guide the huge public 
works section of the program. 

Mr. Robert was appointed assistant 
secretary in charge of public building 
operations because of his thorough 
knowledge of the subject. For a 
number of years he has been the head 
of one of the largest engineering 
firms in the south. In his present 
eapacity he is already the directing 
head of a public building program 
approximating $700,000,000, as here- 
tofore authorized by congress and now 
under way. 

It is:pointed out that it would only 
be natural for the president to order 
the two programs linked together un- 
der a single head. Otherwise there 
would necessarily be much duplica- 
tion of effort. Practically all of the 
government machinery for letting con- 
tracts. and drawing up specifications 
for building projects, including the 
office of supervising architect, is cen- 
tered in the treasury department. And 
Mr. Robert has jurisdiction over these 
several activities. 

Just how much of the 83.300.000. 
000 authorized in the public works 
bill will ga for building construction 
remains to be seen, but a considerable 
part of it is certain to. Outside of 
$400,000,000 especially set apart for 
highway cénstruction in the several 
states, of which Georgia will get uf 
wards of $10.000,000, the funds are 
not earmarked. All sorts of public 
and private construction projects are 
eligible for treatment, including a gen- 
eral housing program for slum clear- 
ance in congested centers. , 

Under this latter provision, it 
would be possible for the city of At- 
lanta, for example, to initiate a back- 
to-the-farm movement for relieving its 
unemployment problem and to this 
end purchase tracts of land and un- 
dertake a housing program in rural 
sections of the state. Or a program 
could be adopted for building im- 
proved housing conditions for the 
city’s workers, with funds made avail- 
able by the government. 

Hugh Johnson, of New York, is re- 
ported to be the president’s choice for 
administrator for industrial control 
provisions of the elaborate legislation. 
In the event of his appointment, he 
and Assistant Secretary Robert will 
be expected to collaborate in working 
out administrative features of the 
comprehensive program — admittedly 
the greatest peace-time operation of 
the government in its history.

tion, Judge Ward said Mooney must 
return to prison “to await disposition 
of the matter.”

Auction’s Last Stand 


It will be, no doubt. a matter of 
irprise to many players who take 
eir Contract seriously and play 
ither in one of the larger Bridge 
ubs or in select circles to learn 
at Auction is still a popular game 
some sections of the country. 
mong the larger cities of the United 
tates Auction made its last stand 
s a club-and-tournament game in 
e city of Cleveland, where, for some 
ight or nine years an interclub Auc- 
on league presented a program of 
terclub team-of-four play in which 
hembers of the various social clubs 
articipated in the play of hands at 
uplicate Sridge. The city champion- 
ip was hotly contested, and the 
slative values of games at major 
its or no-trump were part of every 
bod Auction player’s mental equip- 
nent. The fact that four hearts 
ade was worth 187 points if the 
artnership held simple honors, com- 
ared with the score of 185 for three 
ces, frequently determined the even- 
ial contract. For instance, a player 
vas often faced with close decisions 
s to whether or not he should try 
make four spades with simple 
onors, worth 191 points, in prefer- 
nce to a safer game contract of five 
iamonds, which under the same con- 
itions would net only 190. 
However much we may think that 
uplicate Auction accentuated un- 
eal values, as Duplicate Contract 
oes, in making a difference in the 
alue of game-going contracts, un- 
uestionably many fine defensive 
lays were made in Auction, even 
vith the slight information given in 
e bidding compared with the pre- 
ise information ordinarily conveyed 
reaching a game declaration at 
ontract. 
One of the last hands played at 
Duplicate Auction in Cleveland was 
he one below, in which South was 
ventually forced to a contract of 
ive spades: 
South, Dealer. 


At every table but one, six spades 
rere made, and at that table the 
mall Slam at Auction was defeated 
nivy by the skillful playing of Mr. 
D. E. Emrich, bo was a member of 
e last championship Auction team 

Cleveland. He held the West 
and and opened with the heart 
Ling. whick was, of course, the uni- 
ersal Opening. Other players shift- 
d at this point to either a trump or 
club, and permitted the making of 
he remaining tricks. However, Mr. 
‘mrich, by the comparatively rare 
xpedient of giving the Declarer a 
uff in the weak trump hand, held 
he contract to five. He continued, 
fter leading the King, with the Ace 
Hearts, thereby forcing a ruff by 
yummy, which effectually prevented 
he setting up of the club suit for 
liscards of losing diamonds. Ordi- 
sarily it is extremely bad play to 
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deliberately give the Declarer a ruff 
in a hand weak in trumps, but the 
good player sees the situations which 
are exceptions as well as the situa- 
tions which prove the rule.

Trading in cotton contracts has been 


again “fairly active during the past 
week, although there have been pe- 
riods of hesitation and quiet, partic- 
ularly in early week. The general 
trend of prices has been reactionary, 
although early in the week the Octo- 
ber position advanced to within 3 
points of the high level of the recent 
upward movement or to 9.16 due to 
hope that the European political sit- 
uation would clear up.

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Rails, Industrial Issues 
Show Trend Toward 
Firmer Prices. |

NEW “ORK, May 21.—(#)—The 
bond market again pushed forward to 
new. high levels for the year during 
the past week ax optimistic business 
and industrial new; continued to over- 
shadow inflativuary possibilties. 

The trend, throughout most of the 
trading. as toward firmer prices. 
This was especially true of the rail- 
ways and indusirials. The utilities 
were inclined to lag at times in the 
face of legislative uncertainties. 

Not only did the majority of sec- 
ondary issues record improvement, 
but highest grade corporate maturi- 
ties maintained a steady to firm posi- 
tion. Of eneouregement to traders 
and investors were the reports of 
leading carriers which indicated that 
freight car loadings probably were 
exceeding those of last year at this 
time; the iucrease of steel production 
to its best rate in the past two years; 
gains in electric power output, and 
decided improvement in the automo- 
bile and textile industries. 

Although the industrial group was 
heartened by prospects 1 in 
the administration's 83, 300,000,000 
publie works program United States 
government securities tended to sag 
as followers of this section waited for 
word on the financing of the huge 
spending plans. 

Foreign obligations were irregular. 
The Germans, after slumping to new 
1933 lows, ralhed following Chan- 
celor Hitler's speech to the reichstag. 
Both British and French bonds were 
soft, but loans „f Japan rallied sub- 
stantially. 


TOBACCO AGREAGE RIS 
PROBLEM FOR WALLACE 


(This is the fifth and last of a 
series of stories explaining powers 
centered in the secretary of agri- 
culture under the new farm act. 
It relates to his authority to deal 
with tobacco.) 


By ROY F. HENDRICKSON. 
WASHINGTON, May 21.— 
The department of agriculture’s sum- 
mary of farmers’ intentions to plant, 
issued in March, disclosed that the 
largest expansion of acreage of any 
crop was planned this year by tobacco 

growers. 

Reports of farmers indicated a prob- 
able acreage increase of more than 20 
per cent—this despite increasing dif- 
kieulties in exporting tobaccos and a 
large surplus of many types. 

In approaching the special prob- 
lems of the tobacco growers in an ef- 
fort to better his price returns, Sec- 
retary Wallace has authority under 
the new farm adjustment act to work 
out acreage reduction agreements 
with growers, but the lateness of the 
act’s final passage, coming at a time 
when a large proportion of the crop 
already had been planted, has virtual- 
ly eliminated any chance of attempt- 
ing acreage curtailment this year. 

A plan to accomplish that may be 
worked out for next year with Wal- 
lace given power to levy processing 
taxes to provide funds to pay benefits 
or rewards to growers cutting their 
output. This method could be based 
on the general principles of the volun- 
tary domestic allotment plan or any 
other method that Wallace might de- 
vise under provisions of the farm act 
which would reduce the supply of to- 
bacco and improve prices. 

The secretary of agriculture can en- 
ter into trade agreements with the 
processors and distributors in an ef- 
fort to improve the price levels for 
both raw and finished tobaccos. The 
goal of price improvement effort for 
tobacco is different than for the other 
basic commodities, it being based on 
prices paid farmers from August, 
1919, to July, 1929. For other basic 
crops the base period is. August, 1909, 
to July, 1914. 

The different price base for tobacco 
came about largely as a result of 
changes in the industry which became 
apparent at about the time of the 
World War when cigarets grew in 
popularity and tobacco raised espe- 
cially for their manufacture grew in 
demand.
